talking about New England as a whole. Probably that smug- 
ness in Andover is as pronounced as it is anywhere in New 
England, not excluding much-written-about Beacon Hill. Here 
in Andover we’ve been content for many years to bask in the 
nation-wide glory that is Phillips Academy. We've seen that 
school become one of the most beautiful academic institutions 
in the country. One enterprising industrialist gave us Shaw- 
sheen Village. Here and there are other spots of which we can 
be proud. 

But in general we've made Progress very slowly. In many 
places we’ve made no progress. While everybody in private 
life was taking advantage of the many new inventions that 
have come in since the turn of the century, the town itself has 
not improved as it should. 

For instance, it was early in the century that a great 
improvement was made. The town decided to spend some 
money to remodel its town hall. It was a great day when it was 
remodelled. They even had a party and gave out lemonade to 
the many who came to see what a wonderful town hall we had. 
We still have the same town hall, and we are going to always 
have it unless someday somebody comes forth with vigor in- 
stead of rigor. We know where the trouble lies, and we wouldn't 
be surprised if in a few weeks when our historical book is in 
your hands you will be able to find out where the trouble lies, 
too. There are so many of us who want things improved, who 
want our Andover as fine a town in every way as the town that 
boasts Phillips Academy should be. We want things done and 
they can be done, but it’s going to take real, enthusiastic, 
forward-looking leadership to do it, not just leadership in 
official life, but leadership in business and civic life. We're 
all thinking too much of ourselves and not enough of our 
town. Can’‘t we show the rest of the country that the “splendid 
self-reliance’’ which they credit to New England is something 
that can be applied not just to our own selfish little interests, 
but to a town as a whole, 

Gunther claims that New England has become de- 
vitalized because during the last century many of our self- 
reliant New Englanders went West and took a leading role in 
developing the West. ‘‘As the New Englanders energetically 
pushed out, their own area became necessarily drained of 


;much vitality and talent. When people talk of the alleged 


‘decay’ of New England, this is what they usually mean. Like 
a blood donor who gives too much, it got weak.”’ 

Isn’t it time that we showed them that we do have real 
American blood, the kind of blood that doesn’t rest on’ just 
the past, but builds for the future. It’s going to take working 
together; it’s going to mean giving up our self-interest and 
our smugness and our provincialism.

Because of my long association 
with the work of the District Nurse 
when it was conducted by the An- 
dover Chapter of the American Red 
Cross, I am especially interested in 
the pending reorganization of the 
service. Personally, I am sorry that 
the policies of the National Red 
Cross make it impossible for the 
local Chapter longer to continue 
this activity. As the change seems 
inevitable, however, it is my sin- 
cere hope that the District Nursing 
Service may be continued, and con- 
tinued through a private organiza- 
tion of the citizens of Andover. 


The problem of organizing the
